In the letter 
the doctor speaks most highly of 
the British hospitals and says that 
the British hospitals are the wonder 
of France and that the sick and 
wounded soldiers of Britain are the 
best attended men in Europe. 
Everything that kindness, skill and 
attention can do is given them, 

Mr. Cameron is anxiously waiting 
to receive further particulars from 
his mother in Scotland, The Can.

majority of the people like myself 
prefer the milk fresh. ‘Heavy 
Drinker’’ goes on to state that 
everything in connection with the 
dairy should be kept clean but 
he does not do himself what he 
he preaches. Heas much as ad- 
mits that he or his family, or who 
ever keeps the house, seizes the 
bottle and chucks it into dirty, 
greasy dishwater, hits it a lick with 
the towel and hands it over. Just 
imagineshow lazy ‘‘Heavy Drinker’’ 
is when he washes his dishes in 
dirty greasy water when all he has 
to do is go to the pump or tap 
and get all the clean water he wish- 
es for. But supposing there is a 
little dirt in the milk will that hurt 
anybody? I think not. The way 
I juggle the milk when it is de- 
livered to me is to immediately 
pour it intoa broad dish and set it 
in the window, on the north side 
ofthe house, and put a light screen 
over the dish to keep the flies out. 
There is nearly always alight breeze 
blowing from the north and I guar. 
antee that if anybody else does the 
same with fresh cow juice it will 
remain sweet 24 hours in the hot- 
test weather, 

Talking about dirt. A few years 
ago in this good old town the milk 
boy delivered us milk in a jam _ pail 
and to our astonishment the bottom 
of the pail revealed two tablespeons 
of jam. <Aswe prefer to mix our 
own jam and milk the boy was 
politely requested to seek other 
custo mers, 

I will admit I never milked a 
cow, but was told that a cow with 
a very thin tail was sure to produce 
large quantities of milk as it was 
evidence that it had been thorough- 
ly worked by the pumper,

The Alberta Estray Law preserioes 
that the party who takes upan estray 
animal must immediately notify the 
brand reader nearest: to his place to 
come out and examine the animal and 
take a copy of the brand, if any, on 
the animal, Then an advertisment 
must be inserted in the nearest local 
paper and also in the Alberta Gazette, 
and until the law is complied with the 
holder of an astray cannot collect any 
fee for his trouble or feed, Prompt 
action must be taken, the law bein 
very strictin this matter, The Beane 
readers are entitled to a fee of two 
dollars for each animal they examine 
and milage to the amount of 10e per 
mile, not to exceed 30 miles, The cost 
of the advertising and the vei ading of 
the brands is a charge against the 
estray animal and must be paid when 
the animal is claimed, The party 
holding the animal is responsible for 
all charges until it.is sold or redeemed 
by the owner. No charges for feed 
are allowed between the 1th day of 
April and the lth day of Nove’ amber,

Frank Ford, K.C., of Ed- 
monton has been appointed 
by the government as advis- 
ory counsel to the commis- 
sion, an appointment, which 
in itself, should be sufficient 
guarantee of the goverment’s 
desire to make the enquiry 
thorough. 

We understand it is the 
wish of the government that 
all assistance be given by 
the public and to that end 
and so that we may be able 
to purge this valuable indus- 
try from wrong doing and 
improper manipulation, we 
are authorized to say that 
the Attorney General will 
be glad to receive any and 
all information that will 
assist him and further the 
objecta of the commission 
All such information should 
be sent direct to the Attor- 
ney General’s department. 
The commision will meet in 
Calgary on July 13th and at 
Edmonton at a later date to 


be announced.

tan of the Canadian Manufacturers’ 
Association, recently contained a 
strong editorial on the increase of 
manufacturers’ prices, which has come 
in certain industries as a result of 
the war revenue customs duties. 

The editorial is in part as follows: 

If the manufacturers of Canada 
make a general advance in the prices 
of their goods with the deliberate in- 
tention to absorp the whole of the 
recent 7% per cent, tariff increase, 
they will formulate a policy which 
will react disastrously upon them- 
selves. 

Such a course is certain to arouse 
hostility among those consumers who 
were of the opinion that the tariff 
was too high before the increase was 
made; and it will chill the warmth 
with which the remaining consumers 
bave supported the policy of protec- 
tion. 

Raising prices up to the new limit 
will operate directly against the 
“Made-in-Canada” campaign. The 
7% per cent. tariff increase gives the 
Canadian manufacturer an advantage 
over foreign competition. If he raises 
the price of his article 7% per cent. 
he immediately loses that advantage. 
Consequently, the “Made-in-Canada” 
article which might be sold, is in the 
game danger of being replaced by the 
foreign article as it was in before the 
tariff increase was made. 

Creates Confidence 


Now is the time, under the shelter 
of slightly increased protection, to 
encourage the habit of using Canadian 
goods in prefercnce to foreign goods. 

Raising prices also tends to dimin- 
fah output. The buying power of 
Canadians at present is res‘ricted and 
every addition to the selling prices 
of goods makes it more difficult for 
consumers to buy them. On the con- 
trary, lower prices will allow a greater 
volume of sales, will diminish the con- 
sumer’s hardship, will give more em- 
ployment to workers and will tighten 
the grip of Canadian manufacturers 
upon their home market. 

If the manufacturers will concen- 
trate upon the problem of keeping 
the prices as rearly as possible at 
the old level they will create a per- 
manent asset in the gratitude of hard- 
Pressed consumers. 

Consumers, however, must not hast- 
fly conclude that there will be no in- 
crease in the prices of manufactured 
goods. While any general advance, 
aiming at the unjustifiable absorption 
of the 7% per cent. tariff increase 
cannot be too strongly opposed, it is 
absurd to argue that no prices should 
be advanced. Hach article must be 
peparated from any enveloping general 
policy and dealt with on its own 
merits. What are the items entering 
into its cost of production? Have they 
been increased? If they have, it is 
only fair that the price of the urticle 
phould be increased. If they are not 
then the price of the article should 
etand. 

Influence of War 

There is, in some quarters, a most 
unfair attempt being made to lay on 
the recent tariff measures the entire 
blame for increased prices in spite of 
the fact that in countries where no 
tariff increases have been made, 
prices are rising. According to the 
“New York Annalist,’’ the average 
wholesale price of twenty-five food 
commodities, representing a theoreti- 
oa: family’s food budget, which was 
189 in 1913, 146 in 1914, now fluctuates 
around 154. 

Scarcity, interruption to communi- 
cations, shrinkage in production, and 
other allies of war are sending prices 
up all over the world. War always 
increases the cost of living. It would 
be strange if Canada should escape 
the general law. We cannot have it 
both ways. We cannot profit by war's 
high prices for what we have to sell 
and avoid war’s high prices for what 
we have to buy. 


Now, don’t you think you really 
have something better than some 
other fellow. Just let the judges at 
the Gleichen exhibition decide the 
point.
